TAXLESS HOMES? 

Premier Aberhart has stirred up some inter- 
est by his suggestion that Albertans may some- 
time have “taxless homes.” From the comments 
it could be supposed the world has never seen 
such a thing. That is not the case. 

The Indians had taxless homes in Alberta 
when the whites came. And twenty-five years | 
or 80 ago Edmonton homes were untaxed, land 
carrying all the load and houses and other build- 
ings being exempt. 

True, the Indians stayed Indians. And the 
time came when Edmonton homes could no 
longer be ignored by the tax-collector. These 
considerations do not support a claim that taxless 
homes are possible as permanent features of a 
civilized economy. 

But the facts dispose of the idea that “taxless- 
homes” is a new and unheard of proposition. If 
the Premier can make the vision come true— 
without merely shifting taxation from homes to 
something else—he will confound a goodly num- 
ber of downright disbelievers, surprise a great 
body of doubters, and bring gladness to the 
hearts of multitudes who are just now wonder- 
ing how much taxes they are going te have to | 
pay on their homes in 1938 and where they are 
going to get the money. 


PROPHECIES DO FAIL 

Officials of the weather bureau at Washing- 
ton find an unwelcome similarity between con- 
ditions at the present time and those which pre- 
vailed in the western central states in mid- 
winter of 1934 and 1936. They accordingly fear 
next summer may bring another severe drought, 
as in those years, from Texas “to the Canadian 
“border.” 

Since there is no weather barrier at the bor- 
der, the prediction perhaps only stopped there 
for reasons of courtesy. Farmers in the southern 
districts of Alberta and Saskatchewan will draw 
the inference quickly enough that—should the 
drought occur—it will probably extend some 
way into these provinces. 

They will find confirmation of that dread 
possibility in the fact that dust st have beer 
sweeping some areas in those districts, follow- 
ing the chinooks and continued warm weather 
which ¢arried away the protective covering of 
snow. ‘In those areas the moisture thoped for | 
from the snows of early winter has already 
blown away. 

We are still a good way from spring and 
weather predictions do not always come true. 
Heavy snows between now and the break-up 
would change the conditions on which the 
gloomy forecast is based. And the weather- 
men have guessed wrong often enough in the 
last three months to warrant a hope they may 
be wrong again anyway.

AN INSTALMENT 

The public schoo] board of the city has done 
the right thing in restoring in part the pay cuts 
to which teachers and other schoel employees 
were subjected as part of the “economy” pro- 
gram of the depressed years. 

This involves an increase of $41,000 in the 
pay sheet, but other items of expense are cal- 
culated to save half the amount. 

On grounds of « uity the poard might have 
restored the pay-cuts in full, without being in- 
consistent. Since the city is to pay full contraet 
interest on its bonds, why should it not pay full 
contract wages to its employees, in the schools 
and elsewhere? 

That is one of the questions arising directly 
from the adoption of the debt-extension scheme 
The school board. like the city council, will find 
it hard to explain why there should be prefer- 
ence shown to bond-holders as against em- 
ployees; a point both bodies are likely to have 
many Opportunities to explain during the course 
of the year. 

It is well, however, that the school board em- 
ployees have got the measure of justice that is 
being done them. Considering the tax rate of 54

» bed the end of December, loans made unde: 
the inion Housing Act for the building of 
new houses totalled $13,034,858. The loans were 
distributed in varying numbers over eight of the 
nine provinces.

No 
other province could possibly be farther in the 
Tear, since no loans have been made and no 
houses built under the Housing scheme in 
Alberta 


This would be nothing to worry about if new 
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houses were not needed here, or if the Govern- j 


ment-assisted loans were not needed here to 
enable them to be built. In both respects the 
facts are exactly the contrary. The depression left 
Alberta as far in arrears in the matter of hous- 
ing as any other province, probably farther in 
arrears than the older and wealthier ones. And 
not only are Housing Act loans not available for 
building here; ordinary loans are iiot obtainable 
either. 

Aside from the odd house put up in town or 
country by the use of private funds, house-build- 
ing in Alberta is making no progress whatever, 
while in all the other provinces construction is 
going on more or less actively. 

This helps to explain why the registered un- 
employed in Alberta are only ten per cent fewer 
than they were a year ago, while the Dominion 
over there has been a drop of 40 per cent in 
employable persons on relief. 


More than a hundred seniors at Syracuse 
University signed a petition which began with 
a proposal to do away with final exams. but 
wound up with a pledge to spend five years ina 
chain gang.

“BONERS” MADE BY U.S. COLLEGE 
GRADUATES 


A list of boners committed by applicants foi 
licenses to teach English in New York city high 
schools during examinations designed to test 
prospective teachers’ knowledge of the mean- 
ing and usage of common words is revealed in a 
report of the Board of Examiners. Only college 
graduates, many of whom had taken graduate 
work and held masters’ degrees, were permitted 
to take the tests in which the boners were made, 
said Henry Levy, member and former president 
of the board, who prepared the report. 

Mr. Levy, in the course of his work of cor- 
recting recent examinations, came across such 
glaring samples of extraordinary license in 
English as “a mentor fell out of the sky at 
night.” Coming from a college graduate, that 
was just too much for Mr. Levy. 


He resolved that it was high time to come to 
the rescue of children, whose boners have often 
been collected and gleefully made public by 
their teachers. His decision was that it would 
“not be amiss” to report a few sentences writ- 
ten by teaching candidates to show their equal 
“lack of attainment.’ Some of these follow:

WINNIPEG'S TROUBLES 

Unfortunately for Winnipeg, there has been 
a@ steady lowering and darkening of the clouds 
over the City Hall. What looked like an in- 
valuable opportunity to present its case and 
secure the urgently needed relief of the City’s 
financial position, came and went without leav- 
ing much hope of beneficial results, because the 
Rowell Commission, to which appeal was made, 
found that it could not consider directly the 
relief proposals of municipalities 

It was satisfactory that the number of 
families on relief fell to less than 4,000 in mid- 
fummer, nearly 1,000 less than the year pre- 
vious. The completion of the new sewage 
disposal system, which will end most of the 
pollution of the rivers by Greater Winnipeg, 
was also an event of importance, in connection 
with which the municipalities expressed their 
gratitude to the Dominion and the Province 
that this necessary project was undertaken as a 
means of relieving unemployment. A great im- 
provement of the airport, with federa) aid, was 
another item of progress during 1937, and a 
housing company was formed, a limited- 
dividend company, to borrow money under the 
Dominion Housing Act for the erection of low- 
cost houses, to be purchased by the public on 
easy terms of payment,

This article will appear on Saturday, when 
many of you will be cleaning house, Therefore, 
I believe it will be appropriate to discuss an 
important rule which every good home-maker 
practices every day—that is, the rule that to be 
clean is to help health. 

The woman who sweeps, scrubs, scours and 
dusts is increasing the cleanliness of the home. 
It may seem to her that these are among the most 
everlasting and thankless of tasks, yet I assure 
you that regular cleaning is very necessary if 
the family is to remain healthy. 


We can not get very far from the fact that 
disease follows when dirt accumulates and that 
better health is encouraged when cleanliness is 
observed. 


I often wonder if you stop to realgre that your 
home is your real health center. It is at home 
that you eat, sleep, bathe, change to fresh cloth- 
ing and carry out many other beneficial 
measures which determine whether you will stay 
well. : 

To help the home-maker appreciate her posi- 
tion as guardian of theshealth of the family, I am 
going to give you some figures which will tell 
you how much your family is worth in dollars 
and cents. I will begin with the Father, for at the 
age of 30, earning around $50.00 a week, he is 
estimated to be worth at least $31,000. The valuc 
of the service given by Mother is estimated at 


* $15,500 at the very least. Little Brother has an 


estimated value of $16,000 based on the money 
he will earn later, and Sister is worth $7,100 in 
her own right. That makes a family of four worth 
about $69,000. These are the figures as used by a 
large Life Insurance Company in trying to figure 
what the family is worth. 

Such figures refer to the family worth when 
all are well, and the total value drops as soon as

you as the home-maker to protect this fortune 
represented by your family through learning 
how to apply those measures which increase 
health. By increasing the health of each one you 
will increase his estimated earning power and 
will thus make your family worth more. 

Cleaning is an essential part of keeping the 
whole family well. If you wish to know what is 
the best general method for keeping the home 
spic and span, remember that plenty of hot 
water, plenty of soap, and the use of a good 
cleansing powder, will do much to make your 
home a real health center. I might add that 
plenty of “elbow grease” is another necessity. 
You will find that soap and hot water are 
credited with having a definite antiseptic value. 

Most home-makers do a good job of keeping 
the home clean, and for that reason they de- 
serve the warmest of praise; but many of them 
do not plan their work in such a way that they 
get through in time to take care of their own 
health. Each housekeeper should have some time 
each day to devote to resting, relaxing, a hobby, 
or exercise. It is just as important for you to care 
for yourself as it is to keep the home clean. Both 
are necessary. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: M. W. C. asks: “Please give me 
some of the signs of chronic bronchitis?” 

ANSWER: The common symptom of chronic 
bronchitis are: A persistent, distressing cough, 
perhaps difficulty in breathing, and in some 
cases, a wheezing sound is heard over the chest 
due to an accumulation of mucus in the bronchial 
tubes. The characteristic cough of bronchitis is 
made worse by exposure to cold, or to cold air, 
and for this reason, the cough is most likely to 
be troublesome during the night. 

QUESTION: “Curious” wants to know: 
“What is the estimated atmospheric pressure 
which the body withstands at sea level?” 

ANSWER: It has been estimated that the 
body of a man of average size will withstand a 
pressure of about 15 tons, at sea level. Atmos- 
pherie pressure is figured at about 15 pounds to 
the square inch. Ordinarily, of course, we are un- 
aware of the pressure withstood by the human 
body, but when we make an abrupt change in 
altitude, as occurs when we rapidly climb a high 
mountain, the change becomes noticeable to us. 

QUESTION: Mrs. F. N. writes: “In a recent 
bulletin which I received, the statement is made 
that raw food is absolutely unessential—that 
is, that we can live on cooked food entirely. I am 
puzzled about this, as I understood that the un- 
cqoked foods contain some protective substances 
necessary for man.” 

ANSWER: From my experience, I have found 
it best to advise the use of both cooked and raw 
food. Certain foods are improved by cooking, and 
taste better, have a better flavor and are more 
easily digested when cooked. With the cooked 
foods, it appears advisable to combine raw foods 
which provide mineral elements and vitamins. 
The average person enjoys the optimum of health 
when both cooked and raw foods are taken

REGINA, Jan. 15.—Grewing of 
alfalfa bag proved “a natural gold 
mine” to rural farmers in the 
White Fox and Nipawin districts 
of northeastern Saskatchewan, it 
was stated here Friday by Walter 
Atkinson, of White Fox, secretary 
of the Alfalfa Co-Operative As- 
sociation. 
| Mr. Atkinson said 473 rural mem-

World’s Longest Jumps 


T. afternoon Edmonton will get a squint at one of the world’s most 
spectacular sports — ski jumping. The Edmonton Ski Club's plant at 
Connors Hill will be the scene of the city tourney. 

After watching these iads jump around 120 feet, you will be able to 
appreciate just what the world record in this sport means. The longest 
officially checked jump ever made on skis is 311 feet. Ruud and Ullman 
of Norway both have made this distance. Ruud did it on a natural hill 
in the Italian Alps, while Uliman did it in Czechoslovakia. Uliman 
however actually jumped 324 feet while practising, but it does not go 
into the records since it was not made in a competition. For the benefit 
of Edmonton fans, this world record distance is considerably farther | 
from the take-off than the point at which jumpers come to a stop out on 
the flat below the Connors Hill slide. 

There is an odd angle to Ruud’s record of 311 feet. A few years 
before he made this sensational jump he was asked what he considered 
the absolute maximum jump was. He said that someday someone might 
jump 300 feet, but that he was quite sure he never would be abie to do it.

When the Indian boy makes a 
sling shot he does not go out and 
cut the first “crotch” he can find 
in the nearest willow or caragana 
bush. He mai-« it carefully and 
and when he has 
finished he has a weapon with 


| which he can kill small game. 


He will spend hours scouring 
through the bush until he finds a 


| crutch which is as nearly perfect 


as he expects to find. Then he will 


spend hours more carving it until |

Then the rubber is care- 
fully cut so that both strands are 
of equal length and strength. 


HUNTS FOR ROCKS 

When he has finished tieing it al! 
together he carefully puts it in a

TORONTO, Jan. 15. — There has
